BODY 


COVERED WITH LEAVES IN VIRGINIA WOODS 
WILLINGDORO BOY FOUND

Thomas D. Wulff, the father of Willingboro’s 
N. J.) murdered boy, made the saddest journey of 
his life last night. 


The elder Wulff traveled to Virginia to identify 
the body of his eighty ear-old son, David, sought 
since his disappearance April I. Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation found the child s 
body in Carroll County, Virginia, yesterday after­ 
noon. The body was identified at 10:08 a.m. today 
by the father. 
Watch Found 
On the body FBI agents found a Timex watch. 
This and the clothing and admissions by accused 
kidnapper Joseph F. Bryan Jr. of Audubon Park 
made identification nearly positive. 


Dr. Walter A. Porter, medical examiner for 
Carroll County, said the body will be sent to the 
chief medical examiner of the State of Virginia in 
Richmond, Dr. Geoffrey T. Mann, who will make an 
examination and perform an autopsy. 
80 Day Observation 
Bryan was ordered placed in a state mental 
hospital today for a 30-day observation period. 
A federal judge approved the commitment at 
the request of U. S. District Attorney Terrell Glenn. 
Previously, authorities recovered the bodies of 
David Robison, IO, of Mount Pleasant, S. C., and 
Lewis Wilson*Jr., 7, of St. Petersburg, Fla. 
The Robison boy’s body was found in a Man­ 
grove swamp near Hallandale, Fla., and the skele­ 
ton of the Wilson boy was found in a rattlesnake 
infested field near Venice, Fla., about 75 miles 
south of St. Petersburg. 
Bryan has been indicted on kidnaping charges, 
a crime punishable by death, in the Robison case. 
Officials of other states have held off their charges 
in view of the South Carolina proceedings. 
“No Sir” 
Bryan was brought before U. S. Disti ict Judge

When the judge put the question to him. Bryan 
mumbled “no sir” and shook his head without look­ 


ing up. 
He was led out of court with a double strand of 
chains around his waist. 
U. S. Atty. Glenn said that if doctors determine 
during the 30-day observation period that Bryan is 
not mentally competent, “He will be sent to a fed­ 
eral mental hospital. 
If declared competent, he probably will go on 
trial for kidnaping at Charleston early in October.

California 
Air Crash 


DANVILLE, Calif. (U PI)—A 
twin-engine airliner flying from 
Stockton, Calif., to San F ra n ­ 
cisco in clear weather crashed 
and burned on a ranch today 
and all 44 persons aboard were 
reported killed. 
Pacific 
Air 
Lines 
officials 
said the plane, an F27 turbo­ 
jet, carried 40 passengers, a 
crew of three and one Federal 
Aviation Agency observer. 
Contra Costa County sheriffs 
officers 
said 
there 
were 
no 
survivors. 
The plane. Flight 773 origi­ 
nating in Reno, Nev., smashed 
into the ground 
on 
a 
ranch 
near 
this 
community 
on 
the 
east side of San Francisco Bay. 
It was about 40 miles from 
its destination, San Francisco 
International Airport. 
It gave 
no hint of trouble in a routine 
radio report to the FAA control 
tower at Oakland a minute or 
two before it crashed at 9:50 
a.m. EDT. 
Dave Patterson, a pilot from 
nearby 
Concord, 
Calif., 
flew 
over the crash scene and said 
wreckage was strewn 
for at 
least a quarter of a mile. 
“ No portion appeared larger 
than a single automobile,” he 
said.

Farley Supports Four-Year 
College; BodJey Is Dubious 


Bucks County 
Commissioner 
Walter S. Farley Jr., said to­ 
day that he was “ receptive” to 
a community college sponsored 
by the board of County Com­ 
missioners. 
Farley 
indicated 
he 
might 
vote for such a plan provided 
the college was expanded from 
a two-year to a four-year in­ 
stitution. 
The 
commissioner 
said, however, that the county 
school officials had not yet sub­ 
mitted a plan to him. 
, “ I ’m not going to buy a pig 
in a poke,” the minority com­ 
missioner said, “ until I study 
a plan that is acceptable.” 
5 Mill Tax Hike 
According to Farley such a 
project would call for a tax hike 
of five mills over the first IO to 
15 years. Then, he said, the 
rate might be reduced. 
The com m issioner based his 
millage figure on an enrollment 
of 300 students each paying a 
tuition of $1200 a year. 
“ I don’t see how the county 
can stay out of the school busi­ 
ness when there is such a criti­ 
cal need for colleges,” he said. 
Farley said he objected to a 
proviso which would limit lib­ 


eral arts students to 30 per cent 
of the enrollment. 
Joint Action 
County commission Chairman 
John J. Bodley also spoke in 
favor of a community college 
but 
in contras I 
to 
Farley’s 
.statement, held 
that sponsor­ 
ship should be up to the joint 
action by 
the 
county school 
boards. 
“ I think education should be 
left in the hands of the people 
who know most 
about 
it — 
school officials,” Bodley said. 
The chairman said that con­ 


sideration .should also be given 
to an extension of a university 
locating in Bucks County. Ac­ 
cording to Bodley it would cost 
about $500,000 a year or slight­ 
ly more than a mill to operate 
a community college. 
“ The big question m ark,” he 
said, “ would be the initial in­ 
vestment.” 
Bodley 
estimated 
this at between two and three 
million dollars. 
Under the Community College 
Act, the proposed college would 
be financed equally by the state 
the county, and student tuition.
